He would do all he could to elevate the 
honest working man, but these men were defying 
the law and the merchants could not afford to 
on record as supporting them. The thing to do 
was to take these men by the throat and make 
them feel the majesty of the law. There was no 
reason why a mob should control this city 
for one hour. If any merchant on the r wasin 
the Mayer's place he would have put down this 
trouble. [Loud and continued applause.] Their 
wives and children were in danger oP losing their 
lives as they traveled up and down on the street 
cars. His family, he said, had been in danger 
during the rioting of last week. He thought thas 
they should demand of the autnorities the enforce- 
ment of the law. [Loud cheers] He moved that 
& committee of three be appointed with Mr Bunn 
as chairman to submit to tue meeting regojutions 
expressive of their sense of what the situation 
re even, [Applause.] 

r. Nelson, before putting the motion, explained 
that the newspaper reports of his attitude in the 
matter were incorrect, He did believe in arbitra- 
tration, however. 

MR. FRANKLIN, 

chairman of the sub-comuittee, which met on Sat- 
urday, came forward. He did not understand the 
situation. They had appointed his committee 
Friday to hear the three ties. What more did 
they want them to do? e would be blessedif he 
could see what they were after. The committee had 
not thought it their duty to criticize. It was their 
duty to come and tell what they had found. He did 
not see anything wrongin the conclusion of the 
committee. 

Mr. Lionberger said that all the citizens wanted 
was the enforcement of tiie law. 

Mr. Kennard rose to explain his vote on the mo- 
tion to table. He had voted No,“ not because 
he was opposed to the mo on, but use 
he thought out of cq urtesy to toe 
committee it should have been allowed to explain 
its report. 

Mr... Lionberger said he was not disposed to treat 
the committee with any discourtesy. No doubt 
they had arrived at conclusions satisfactory to 
themselves, but this was not a question of rights of 
employer and employed—it wal a question as to 
the enforcement of the law. Tae question 
was whether the street car men 
should be allowed quietly to pursue their business, 

Mr. McMillan said ne had the greatest respect for 
the members of the committee, but he thought 
they had made a grand mistake originally in the 
appointment of that committee. He had exp 
his views on that subject at Friday's meeting. 

The Chairman cut off furtner de ate by putting 
the question as to the appointment ef the commit- 
tee of three, which was carried. He then named 
Mr. Bunn. Mr. Ripley and Mr. McMillan to consti-

In accusing the merchants of St. Louis of 
lack of enterprise and in laying on them the 
blame of freight discrimination Mr. GouLp is 
more frank then our local managers have 
been, They have refused to admit that there 
was any discrimination against St. Louis, 
while be virtually admits it in saying that if 
the merchants will give him the freight to 
carry he will give them the rates. 

He is more frank than logical, and if the 
merchants of St. Louis will push their argu- 
ment he cannot fai] to see wherein he is wrong. 
He imposes rates which prevent St, Louis from 
making shipments and then says that the 
tallure of St. Louis to make shipments is the 
reason why his rates are high. Our answer is 
that the only in the way of shipments 
is the existence of discriminating rates. We 
cannot make shipments under existing rates, 
but he can lower the rates so as to make ship- 
ments possible, It is not the merchants of St. 
Louis who stand in Mr. GovLp’s way; it is 
Mr, Gores rates which stand in the way of 
the trade of St, Louis and of the business of 
Mr. GouLp’s roads. 

All talk about the lack of enterprise of the 
St. Louis merchants is bosh. There is such a 
thing as handicaping the best horse in the 
world too heavily, and St. Louis has always 
been. heavily handicaped. The achievements 
of the St. Louis merehants under the burdens 
whieh have been laid on their trade show 
what they could do under fair treatment. All

It is a great deal to have gained from Mr.

The Appointment of Mr. Curry Win 
Cause Hard Feeling. 
— — 


The New Minister to Spain an Able, 
Honorable, Upright and Rich Man— 
Party Men Disappointed — Bishop 
Cannon, the Leader of the Mormon 
Revolt—His Argument in Favor of 
Polygamy—Ex-Minister Taft. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DisPaTcn. 
Wasmtwaton, October 9.—Mr. Curry, the new 
Minister to Spain, was not recommended by any of 
the Virginia delegation in Congress. He bas been 
out of politics for a number of years. Heis a tall. 
anguiar man, with the air of reserve of a college 
professor. He dislikes society, aud us not at ease 
except in his study. None of the Virginians con 
sider him a true representative of that state aad 
more than was Mr. Keiley. He did not cone to 
Virginia to reside until after the late war. He mar- 
ried, soon after taking up his residence in Rich- 
mond, a Miss Thomas of that city. The Thomas 
family was very rich. His wife since the marriage 
has inherited a very large fortune. The family 
was very religious. Mr. Curry has always been 
eonsidered a religious man, but it is understood 


that he became ordained as a minister out of com- 
pliment te the wishes ef his wife. It is said chat 
he has never had a regular charge and has never 
preached. Several years ago the rich friends of 
the Thomas family pushed hi:n forward for the 
secretaryship and agency of the Peabody Trust 
Fund. The salary of this place is $5,000 a year. 
In addition to this, he has been president of the 
Richmond University, which is a theolo gical insti- 
tuie.

Every body from Virgiuia is of the opinion that 
Mr. Curry is an able mau, has high character and 
sufficient ability to discuarge the duties of his new 
position respectabiy. Outside of political eonsid- 
erations, they say that there is very little to oriti- 


cise in the appointment. Mr. Curry has been an 
admirer of Mr. Bayard’s for some Yeurs, as was 
Mr. Keiey. ‘They think that if Mr. Bayard 
wished to compliment Virginia be should have 
taken some represantative Virginian, some one of 
the oid families that have been long identified with 
her history. If he had desired to go outside of the 
politicians and recoguize the educational institu- 
tions of Virginia, they think he would have done 
well to bave taken Custis Lee, the son of Gen. 
Robert K. Lee and the presiuent of the Washing- 
ton and Lee University. As one very well-known 
Virginian said to me last night, I like Mr. Curry. 
1 kuow bim to be an hovoravie, upright man, But 
itis very hard for our leading men, who have 
fougut tor so many years in Virgmia to save that 
State from heliin the shape of Mahone and his 
erowd, to be ignored. Most of our Virginia leaders 
are poor, Such an office as the Spanish Mission 
would have been very grateful to at least a dosen 
of our representative meu.

He 
was bornin Utah and bas imbibed Mormonism 
from his very birth. He sincerely believes thas 
martyrdom is necessary forte future prosperity 
of the Mormon Church. He has counseled bis 
people to resist by strategem first the attempt of 
the Goverument LO suppress polygamy. From his 
character and talk I am certain tuat he wil stop at 
nothing where his religion is assailed. I have beard 
uim say over and over again t at the Mormons 
never would give up polygamy aud that no power 
on earth cou.d compei them to do so, 
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He argues that polygamy is the sole remedv for 
immorality throughout the country. He says that 
he has talked witn a great many leading public 
men of this country, who practically agree wiih 
him.

Loxbox, October 12.—The sensational announce- 
ment thatthe Government is determined on tbe 
annexation of Upper Burmah is creating much 
discussion, but must await confirmation for some 
time. All the Tory organs and speakers have been 
given hints. Two articles in the National Review 
suggested it on Saturday night. Archibald Colqu- 
houn, who has been the Times’ special correspond- 
ent all over the East, writing to the Times, directly 
urged absolute annexation. saying that the English 
would be welcomed, that the native army is con- 
temptible, that King Theebaw 1s intriguing with the 
French along the Irrawaddy Valley, which is the 
only route for a railway from India to China 
through Siam, and that Burmah is a 
very rich country. The Burmese Am- 
bassador to A Paris denies indignantly 
any intrigue with the French, and asserts that the 
Burmese are both able and determined to resist 
annexation by anybody. The ultra Radicals will 
protest strongly. Nobody of authority has yet 
mentioned the subject, but Theebaw's abomina- 
tions have long excited disgust, and he is probably 
near the end of bis tether. 

TRICOUPIS’ SPEECH. 

The speech of the Greek Minister Tricoupis on 
Saturday is causing alarm. He said that if Greece 
bad foliowed in 1821 advice similar to that which 
the Powers are pressing upon her now there would 
be no Heilenic Kingdom to-day. The inference is 
obvious. Tricoupis will have an interview with 
Lord Salisbury this afternoon, so his next utterance 
will be more important.

Think of the Decision of J udge 
Thayer—The Case to Be Appealed to 
the Supreme Court — What J udge 
Denison Has to Say. 


Judge Thayer's decision, which will be found 
elsewhere in this paper, that Mr. George W. Deni - 
son, who was removed ffom the bench of the Sec- 
ond District Police Court by the City Council, after 
au investigation by the Council Committee of which 
Mr. Joseph Temple. is chairman, is entitled to his 
Seat, created something of a sensation in local po- 
litical circles this morning. The decision 1s a very 


important one, as, if it is held to be good. it will 
resuitin not only pee > 2 a quie us on the Temple 
Committee, but will undo all the work done by that 

y. Judge Denison was reported to the Mayor by 
the Secretary of the Council as having been re- 
moved on the 3d of August last. The Mayor 
immediately appointed Mr. James McCaffrey to 
temporarily fill nis seat. On the 17th of August 
Mr. Francis appointed and commissioned Mr. Ed- 
ward White as Denison's successor. 

THE “CAUSE” 
for which Denison was removed was alle to be 
that he did not attend to the duties of his office 
during the hours that he was required to by the 
charter, and that he took cases, an practiced law 
as a lawyer outside of his face. It appeared to be 
taken as settled that Mr. Denison was forever dis 
posed of after bis removal, and the appointment of 
his sucoessor, and that the ‘Temple In- 
Vestigating Committee and the Council would 
proceed with their deadly work, But tuis 
belief was somewhat shaken when Mr. Denison 
appeared inthe Circuit Court and filed a suit 
against the thirteen members of the Council to 
quash the resolutions of the Conncil and reinstate 
him in office. This caused considerable discussion, 
and opinions varied as to the probable result. Now 
that Judge Denison has been sustained the matter 
tog to the Supreme Court. It is not likely that 
the Temple Committee will prove very useful to the 
hungry Democrats about town before the decision 
ismade. An effort to obtain local opinions on the 
decision this morning resulted as foliows: 
JUDGE DENISON INTERVIEWED. 

A reporter of the Post-Dispatcn met Judge Geo. 
W. Denison this morniug, and, after congratu- 
lating him on his success in securing a vindication 
at the hands of the Circuit. Court, asked him if he 
had anything to say in regard to the matter. 
Well. no.“ said the Judge. “the fact of the mat- 
ter is I have not yet been able to sea the decision. 
I was told by the clerk tnis morning tuat a 
favorable decision has been rendered but was 
unable to see the papers, as they had 
been taken out. I understand that Judge Thayer's 
decision quashes the order of removal, and I never 
had the slightest doubt that such a decision would 
be rendered. I knew that that was the 
law in the case, and I may say 1 
feel somewhat vindicated. I would prefer, how- 
ever, as long as I nave not seen the decision itself, 
to say nothing about the matter except that Iam 
glad tne law bas sustained me in my position.”
